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1 . Applicant's election of group IV in the reply filed on 12/28/2004 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 47, 48 and 64-90 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 
12/28/2004.

of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 57-60, 62 and 63 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Vanney et al. (6,029,672). Vanney discloses a device for delivering a 
conduit to a heart wall including a tubular body 200, a lumen 208, an access port 210 
near the distal end, needle 200 allowing for the viewing of blood spurting from the heart 
near proximal end 202 as disclosed on col. 7, lines 45-49, a proximal end opening at 
202, a depth indication mechanism as are the graduation marks disclosed on col. 7, 
lines 49-51 , wherein the device "is further configured" as claimed to allow a conduit to 
be placed in the heart by further configuring a guide wire 100 through the body 200 then 
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further configuring the conduit over the guide wire as disclosed in sections b and c in 
col. 8. 

5. Claim 61 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. Claims 15-17 and 52-56 are allowed.
